ADDRESS 


HON. FRANK JONES, MAYOR, 


AT THE 
ORGANIZATION OF THE CITY COUNCIL, 
January 5. 1869. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE City CouNcILs :— 


As we are entering upon our duties for the present year, 
permit me to congratulate you that we doso under circum- 
stances which are so favorable to the prosperity of our 
city. From causes well known to you, we are still labor- 
ing under heavy taxation; business is comparatively stag- 
nant; and the great resources and natural advantages of our 
city remain imperfectly developed. But we are free from 
war, and the proclamation of the President has put a legal 
end to the last vestige of hostility between the sections of 
our Union. The debt of the city is decreasing. Our people 
enjoy the blessings of general health, and have been free 
from the devastating effects of fires and the calamities that 
have befallen other cities. Our population is active, intel- 
ligent and industrious, and we need only to make proper 
use of the resources we have, to secure the future increase 
and prosperity of our city. 

We have been elected to manage the prudential affairs of 
the city, and itis our plain duty soto conduct, that we may 
by the most economical use of the public money, secure to 
our people the protection and advantages for which the 
government was instituted. We ought here to have no 
private interests, nor any desire for individual gain, at the 
expense of the treasury. 
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Having then a single eye to the good of the people we 
have undertaken to serve, we should consider well what are 
the duties before us. They are such as all good men ought 
toagree upon; and party strife as well as individual advan- 
tage ought to be laid aside while we consult and act hon- 
estly for the good of the whole community. 

The matters which most seriously affect the welfare of 
the city, so far as they are within our control, are the pre- 
servation of good order; the protection of property, the 
maintenance of the public charities, the continuance and 
increase of the facilities for business, transportation and 
travel, and the reduction of the public taxes within the 
closest limits consistent with securing these objects. 


DEBT. 

The first of our duties relates to the public debt. It is: 
perhaps unavoidable that such debts should be contracted 
to meet great and unexpected demands; but the existence 
of a public debt is a great evil, from which we should try 
to deliver ourselves as rapidly as possible. We have paid 
the past year interest on the debt to the amount of 


$17,277 25 
and of the principal, 22,500,00 
making $39,777 25 

During this year there will fall due of the 
prineipal and interest, 39,176 50 
in 1870, principal and interest, 19,459 00 
in 1871, 16,037 00 
in 1872, 47,622 00 
and in 1873, 45,437 00 


I earnestly advise that every exertion be made to pay this 
debt as fast as it falls due, and faster if possible. It will be 
observed that in 1870 and 1871 much less of the debt will 
become due than in the two following years. I trust that 
whoever may have charge of tho city government will so 
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far increase the payments in 1870 and 1871 as to relieve 
the years 1872 and 1873 of part of their burden. With 
good management the whole of the debt up to 1874 may be 
paid as it falls due. A large part of the debt was contracted 
when the currency of the country was very much depreci- 
ated; and we ought to pay as much of it as possible, while 
we can do so in the same currency. It is the interest of 
every poor man as well as of the rich to remove this debt 
from the shoulders of our people as soon as possible. By 
reducing the debt we diminish the taxes, and consequently 
reduce the cost of rents, and of the necessaries of life, 
benefitting the rich and the poorat the same time. 


POLICE. 

The preservation of good order is an important duty 
incumbent on us. It will be for yow to enact such wise 
laws and regulations as are authorized by the city charter, 
and it ought to be the duty of the Mayor with the advice 
and assistance of the aldermen, to see that the laws are 
executed. To do this efficiently the Police force and night 
watch ought to be fully under the control of the Mayor, and 
he should be held responsible for the employment of good 
men, and to sce that they do their duty faithfully. The action 
ofthe Mayor in removing inefiicient, corrupt or offending offi- 
cers, ought to be final. If they may be restored on appli- 
cation to the Board of Aldermen, the power of the Mayor 
ceases to have weight and the officers feel that they are 
practically released from any responsibility. I trust the 
present board will act with caution in selecting for those 
important places, good honest men, who will conduct ina 
manner that will be creditable to themselves and the city; 
and that the beard will support the Mayor in his efforts to 
hold the officers to the strict peformance of their duty. 
Police officers have many opportunities to behave oppress- 
ively or corruptly. Prompt and certain discharge from 
office of those who offend, is the only means of keeping a 
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Police force respectable and efficient. As soon as they feel 
themselves safe from accountability, the bad men who too 
often get into these as into other offices become a pest to 
the community. Jam not desirous of assuming personal 
power or the responsibility which attends it, but I strongly 
recommend that the right of appointing police officers and 
watchmen and of removing those who are guilty of violation 
or neglect of duty, be hereafter vested absolutely in the 
Mayor. 
FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The proper management of the Fire Department is very 
important to the city. A large amount of property has 
been invested for the use of this Department, and its an- 
nual expenses are heavy. The public expect, and have a 
right to demand that it shall be well officered, and made 
thoroughly efficient. Iam not aware that any cause of 
complaint has arisen so fur as the body of the firemen are 
concerned. They have done their duty faithfully and 
promptly; and they well deserve the thanks of the city. 
But Lam compelled to say, that the officering and managing 
of the Department during the past year, has not been what 
it should be. You can correct this defect, by the choice 
of active and capable men to be engineers. I earnestly 
recommend that a competent man be appointed chief of the 
Department as upon him its efficiency will principally de- 
pend. The safety of the public is too greatly concerned to 
permit us to indulge any party or personal partialities in 
the organization of this Department, 

The use of steam fire engines has reduced the danger of 


fires; but it makes it apparent that we are exposed to the 


hazard of extensive conflagrations from want of a sufficient 
supply of water. By the powerful action of the steamers, 
wells and the aqueduct reservoirs are quickly exhausted ; 


and the supp'y by the pipes of the aqueduct is altogether too — 


slow for the demands of the engines. It willbe useless to 
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invest any more money in steam fire engines until this defi- 
ciency is supplied. During the year we have finished the 
reservoir on Brewster street, and constructed another near 
the Universalist Meeting house. These reservoirs being 
connected by conductors with the tide water, are inexhaus- 
tible. The cost of such reservoirs is not great; and I 
advise that another be located on Richard’s Avenue, near 
the house of William Day, and another near the middle of 
Washington street. 

IT recommend that, with the permission of the Aqueduct 
company, a pipe at least six inches in diameter be laid from 
their reservoir in Dover street to Vaughan street, or Market 
Square, for the sole use of the Fire Department, with suita- 
ble hydrants along the line. Such a pipe I am informed 
can be laid at a cost not exceeding $3500 including the hy- 
drants. It would answer the purpose of several reservoirs, 
and might save us from the calamities which have befallen 
so many other cities from an insufficient supply of water. 
The outlay will not be large, and it will every year pay a 
dividend in the reduction of insurance, and in the feeling 
of security it will create. I carnestly invite the immediate 
attention of the City Council to this subject. It is desi- 
rable also, that suitable places be arranged at the North 
and South Mill bridges, Liberty Bridge, and in similar lo- 
ealities, for the reception of the suction pipes of the en- 
gines, and to secure a full supply of water at the lowest 
tides. 

A statement of the material of the Fire Department, and 
its condition will be laid before you in the report of the 
chief Engineer. 

To manage the financial affairs of the City well, and to 
secure the greatest possible benefit of good government, 
we need the interest and active co-operation of all our best 
and most influential citizens. The business of the city 
ought not to be controlled for the benefit of any class or 
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party, and every honest and patriotic man should frown 
upon the attempts of those who seek to make personal 
gain at the expense of the city. The principal business of 
the city must of course be performed by officers constantly 
employed, and it is fair that they should receive a reason- 
able pay for their services. But the general management 
of the affairs of the city, the conduct of the elections, and 
the Superintendence of the Schools, should be undertaken 
by responsible citizens as a matter of public duty, and for 
no other reward than the honor of the trust, and the sat- 
isfaction of seeing the business in which they in common 
with their fellow citizens are interested, well and honestly 
administered. 

I trust, gentlemen, that during the coming year we shall 
act only from such motives that our deliberations and ac- 
tion may be harmonious; and that we may fairly earn the 
gratitude of the community for duties well performed. 
What we contribute to the general prosperity of the city 
will be a better reward to us, than any thing we can gain by 
party triumphs, or the promution of private interests. 


STREETS AND ROADS. 

The expenses of ourstreets and roads the past year have 
been large. It was found necessary to repair the Sagamore 
Bridge at a cost of $1179 37. 

The new road to Newington has cost $5568 38. The 
sewer in Hanover street cost $757 45. The sewer in 
Brewster street, and the sewer from Anthony to Cabot 
street cost about $600 00. 

These expenses could not be avoided, but it isto be 
hoped that the cost of this department will be materially 
reduced this year. The road to Freeman’s Point must be 
built the present year, and the contracts are made, and the 
money is already appropriated for this purpose. The sewer 
in Bridge street must be relaid, as it is ina dangerous con- 
dition. And I am informed that the sewer from Cabot 
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street across Anthony and Madison streets is decayed and 
needs repair. I think that when this sewer shall be relaid, 
a smallreservoir on Anthony street connected with it for 
the use of the Fire Department may be constructed at mod- 
erate expense, and supplied from the springs in that vi- 
cinity. 

I amnot aware of any other extraordinary appropriation 
that will be demanded for the streets. The condition of 
the streets and highways is good, better than the average 
in other cities, and the management of the street commis- 
sioner has been excellent, and of great advantage to the 
city. His long experience, sound judgment, and perfect 
fidelity to the public interests entitle him to the highest 
commendation. 

Under our system of building sidewalks at the joint ex- 

pense of the city and the abutting land owners, we have 
become much better provided with paved walks, than any 
other place of its size which I have visited. I think that a 
saving may be effected in this department by allowing to 
land owners who may lay down sidewalks, a certain definite 
‘sum per foot for pavement constructed in a required man- 
ner instead of paying half the cost asat present. This 
will permit the land owners to lay walks as expensive and 
as ornamental as they please, without unreasonable cost to - 
the city. 

I strongly dissent from the practice of laying out streets 
and roads at the public expense, or which may become 
chargeable to the city, before the wants of the people ac- 
tually demand them. I would, as rapidly as possible, in- 
crease facilities for trade and transportation; but the pub- 
lic should not bear the cost or the hazard of streets laid 
out merely for the accommodation of land owners, or the 
promotion of private interests. 


PAUPERS. 
The cost of supporting the poor the past year has been 
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$8,972.66, which is about $2000, as I estimate it, less than 
the preceding year. The expense of the insane poor was 
also fortunately much less than in 1867. Large savings 
have been effected in the cost of “ out-door pensioners,” 
a branch of this department in which abuses are very likely 
to occur. The Overseers of the Poor have caused the 
names of the persons relieved in this way to be printed 
with the city accounts, for the purpose of preventing the 
impositions which are often practised by persons claiming 
reliefto which they are not entitled. 1 recommend the 
greatest diligence to effect further savings in the necessary, 
but burdensome, expenses of the city in supporting the 
unfortunate poor. The establishment of the County 
Alinshouse will withdraw from the city a large number of 
persons who lave heretofore been supported at the city 
farm. If, as I anticipate, the effect of this change shall be 
to reduce our paupers, so that not more than twenty or 
thirty will remain, your serious consideration will be re- 
quired as to the best means of effecting a corresponding 
decrease in the expenditures of this department. I op- 
posed the giving of our Almshouse and farm, or any part 
of it, to the County, on account of its value to the City, 
and because I doubted whether the location of the County 
pauper establishment here would be a benefit tous. But 
since the purchase of our farm, property in the northern 
part of the city has increased in value. Itis thought that the 
Almshouse property could be sold for a sum, the interest 
of which would nearly support all the poor probably that 
will be left to us. The case will not require immediate 
action, nor do I mean to express any decided opinion upon 
it, but it is worthy of consideration whether, at some future 
day, part or the whole of the farm may not be sold with 
profit to the city. Ifthe value of the property shall con- 
tinue to increase, it is possible that a cheaper location more 
remote from the city may become desirable. I mention 
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these things merely that we may have them in mind when 
acting upon the changes that the pauper systemis now 
undergoing. 

The city farm has been well managed, and the condition 
of the Alms-house under its present sup2rintendent is 
good. I take pleasure in speaking in praise of this officer 
and his family, and earnestly recommend his continuance 
in the place he has filled so well. 

SCHOOLS. 

The management of the schoois is entrusted by law to 
the School Committee, and the Mayor and City Council 
have no supervision of their action. I believe the schools 
are well managed, and that they meet as fully as could be 
expected the wants of the town. The duty of providing 
school-houses belongs to the City Council. During the 
past year the Academy building has been leased by the 
City for a long term of years, at an annual rent of $450. 
It has been refitted and prepared for the public schools at 
a cost of about $6,429.10, including sidewalks, furniture, 
&c. By this arrangement we have at a moderate cost pro- 
vided for the schools very good accommodations, in a 
handsome and substantial building, and in one of the best 
locations in the city. We could not have erected build- 
ings which would have answered our purpose so well for 
less than $25,000. Thus we save about $700 annually to 
the city. I believe all the schools in the city are now well 
accommodated, and that no extraordinwy expenditures for 
school houses will be needed the present year, unless it 
shall be found that sore additional accommodation is re- 
quired for the primary schools in Districts No. 2 and No. 
3,and some repairs or additions to the Franklin school- 
house in District No. 1. The old school-house between 
State and Court streets, is greatly out of repair and nomi- 
“nally useless. J recommend that it be sold, together with 
the lot of land at the corner of Middle and Cass streets, 
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which is not needed for the use of the city. Our schools 
at present are not full, and there can be no occasion for 
building new school-houses for some years to come. 

I hope the appropriations for the support of the schools 
will be liberal, and that they will continue to be economi- 
eally and wisely administered. None of the public char- 
ities has a stronger claim upon us than this; and there are 
none that so well repay the money we invest in them. 

The action of the city council at the time 1 was first 
entering upon the duties of this office reduced the powers 
of the Mayor to the lowest limit allowed by the City 
charter. This has relieved me from much responsibility, 
and perhaps I ought not to complain, if it has deprived 
me of opportuaities of being useful to the city. 

Still I respectfully call your attention to what I said last 
year, in this place, in regard to the economy of the publie 
money, and the necessity of a general reduction of the 
expenses of the city. Our form of government is costly, 
and the tendency is to the multiplication of offices and 
the increase of salaries. I again ask you to consider 
whether the number of the city officers cannot be reduced, 
and the salaries diminished without iujury to the public 
service. 

The Aldermen last year voted to abolish the office of 
eity solicitor, but the common council did not concur. I 
hope the action of the Aldermen will be renewed with 
better success. I see no more reason for paying a salary to 
a lawyer than to acarpenter or blacksmith. At present the 
city is nearly or quite out of the law, five of the six suits 
against the city which were pending one year ago, having 
been settled. Hereafter when the service of lawyers is re- 
quired, let them be hired and paid as is done by individuals. 

The collection of the taxes seems to me unreasonably 
slow and inefficient. The discount allowed by the city 
ordinance for prompt payment, brings the bulk of the tax 
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into the treasury without any effort of the collector. The 
greater part of the remainder might be secured by early 
and active exertion without recourse to legal measures, 
But this part of the collector’s duty has been for some 
years very imperfectly performed. 

The amount outstanding on the first day of October last 
upon the tax lists held by the present collector, (that is 
from 1860 to 1868,) was $17,967.81, besides $2,318 37, 
which was abated from those lists during the last year; and 
of the present year’s tax $14,274.80 now remain uncollectd. 
The greater part of this large sum ought to have been in 
the city treasury long ago. The commission paid to the 
collector is intended to be his compensation for collecting 
the whole tax, so far as it can be collected; and he ought 
not to receive full pay for that part of the tax which is 
voluntarily paid, unless he uses diligence to collect the 
remainder. His bond makes him accountable for the whole 
tax, and it should always be enforced, if the city suffers 
loss by his neglect or inattention. 

The compensation of the collector of taxes by a com- 
mission of one per cent. on the amount collected was es- 
tablished about twenty years ago, when the whole amount 
of the annual tax was less than $50,000. The population 
of the city has not materially increased since that time, 
and it is not now more difficult to collect the taxes than it 
was then. But the increase in the amount of the tax now 
makes the pay of the collector nearly three times as much 
as then. I recommend that the Ordinance on this subject 
be revised, and that the collection of the taxes be let out 
by contract to the lowest responsible bidder. 

The publication of the city accounts has proved useful 
for the information of the tax payers, and it is a check upon 
the officers of the city. But the law requiring the ac- 
counts to be made up to the last day of September annu- 
ally, operates inconveniently, and destroys much of the 
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advantage of the publication. Under the present system 
the published accounts embrace part of two different offi- 
cial years. They give little information as to the economy 
of the existing administration, and are no convenient 
means of comparing the outlay of one civil year with 
another. I recommend that application be made for such 
change in the law, as will permit the accounts of the city 
to be made up and published near the end of each civil year. 

It is very desirable that the system of keeping the ac- 
counts of the city should be simplified; and that no money 
shall be drawn from the treasury until it has been duly 
appropriated, and according to law. I dislike the class of 
expenditures called “contingent,” a means often used to 
cover up what is unauthorized and unlawful. 

Gentlemen—I trust that you will excuse tae earnestness 
of my recommendation that the affairs of the city be con- 
ducted with the greatest possible economy. Our city will 
be desirable as a place of residence, and trade and manu- 
factures will be encouraged, very much in proportion as 
we diminish our taxes and relieve ourselves from the pub- 
lic debt. Our means have been reduced by the falling off 
of work at the Navy Yard, and by the removal of some 
large estates that have heretofore been taxable here,

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


CHIC ENGINEER OF THE FING DEPARTMENT, 


For the year ending Dee. 31, 1868. 


‘To His Honor the Mayor and City Councils. Gentlemen: 

In compliance with the Ordinance defining the duties of 
Chief Engineer, I herewith present the annual report of the 
condition ef the Fire Department, a list of the fires which 
have occurred during the past year; the amount of prop- 
erty belonging to the City, under my charge; and a list of 
the reservoirs, wells, water stops and hydrants with their 
location. 

The Engine Houses are in very fair condition at present. 
A large amount of money has been expended on Steamer 
No. 1, during the past year, in substituting for the defective 
iron tubes, which were put in when the machine was built, 
‘the best of composition tubes; other repairs have been 
made onthe Engine, which is now in first rate working 
order. ; 

Steamer No. 2, is now and has been during the past year 
am good working order; a very small amount has been ex- 
pended on her for repairs. 

The Hose Carriages added to the Department during the 
‘past year are well built and run well. But they lack one 
thing—they do not carry hose enough. | At the fire corner 
of Bridge and Hanover streets, at least thirty minutes of 
valuable time was lost because the new hose carriages 
would carry but 800 feet each, when a 1000 feet was’ 
needed; and I would respectfully recommend that meas- 
ures be taken to supply this want of proper means to con- 
vey water to the steamers. 

The Hand Engines are in good working order; two of the 
companies that run with them are full, and the other 
- nearly so. 
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The Steamers’ hose is in very good order. Wehave 1550 
feet steamer hose; the average amount used at each fire is 
2500 feet; so that while that number of feet is drying 
there is not enough left to fill the rells on the hose car- 
riages soas to beready for another fire. I would there- 
fore respectfully recommend the purchase of 1000 feet of 
steamer hose at an early day. The hand engine hose is in 
bad order, and so much of it is burst at every fire that it 
costs aboutas much to repair it as it is worth. 

The Hook and Ladder carriage and all belonging thereto 
is in good order. 

The Reservoirs are in very good order, excepting that on 
Market Square, and also that on Austin street. These leak 
so that they cannot be kept more than two-thirds full; and 
the one in Cameneum yard, Rogers’ Wood yard, near E. R. 
R. station, and on the premises of the Concord R. R. are 
partly filled with rubbish, so that they do not hold so much 
water as they are represented to. 

I would call your attention to the need of a reservoir 
somewhere in the vicinity of the residence of Hon. John 
H. Bailey, there being a large number of wooden buildings 
in that neighborhood, and no water near except the Austin 
street reservoir. Appended to this report is a paper stat- 
ing the salaries of officers, number and pay of men, num- 
ber of engines, &c., in the Fire Departments of about 
twenty citiesin different parts of the United States. I 
have collected these facts thinking they might be of some 
use as a reference in case any change is made in this de- 
partment next year. 

In conclusion, I tender to the Board of Engineers and the 
officers and members of the Fire Department my heartfelt 
thanks for the prompt and faithful miner in which 
they have discharged the arduous and varied duties they 
have been called upon to perform,
